PRESIDENTIAL DIRECTIVE 

Coorctnatton of Federal For nee* Intel¬ 
ligence AcTTvrars 

The White Hcusr, 
Washington, January 22, 1945 . 
To The Secretary of Slate, The Secre¬ 
tary of War, and The Secretary of the 
Navy. 

1. It is my desire, and I hereby direct, 
that all Federal foreign intelligence ac¬ 
tivities be planned, developed and co¬ 
ordinated so as to assure the most c:lec-
